Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The fact that money has gotten much tighter in the past 
month than for sometime, than even a year ago, has caused 
many to question the condition of affairs and to ask if we are 
not slipping back instead of going forward, as all have hoped 
for. This is but another one of the pernicious influences of 
money ; if it is in bad condition or out of order it makes every- 
one feel the same, whether there be reason for it or not. Money 
is tight, tighter than it has been for many months if not years, 
but this is always the condition around the Christmas holidays, 
if we will but consider the situation calmly ; and there need be 
no occasion for alarm in it, Look about the country and you 
will see that many industries have started up and are employing 
thousands of men that were idle a few months ago; the railroads 
are busier with freight shipments than they have been for over 
a year ; traveling salesmen will tell you that future orders for 
spring delivery are coming in, and preparations are being made 
for business on a large scale after the turn of the year. So why 
take a pessimistic view of the present conditions because Christ- 
mas and its demands are making their usual touching appeal, 
and which you feel the more keenly because you are the more 
tender from the oft repeated action? We are all getting 
‘‘grouchy,’’ and by doing so are standing in our own light. 
Cheer up, three weeks from today will be 1909, the beginning of 
a year we all feel is going to bring good business, plenty of 
orders and a return to a better prosperity than we have ever 
had, and from such a determination there can be but one result, 
when Americans are behind it. So stiffen up your backbone, 
and remember that it is but three weeks off. 

A visit among the canners and brokers of the city finds 
them attending to the steady drain of small orders, filling wants 
that are urgent; but from this very fact there is a cheerful 
anticipation of good business in the new year, for the present 
style of business says plainly that there must come the time 
when stocking up must be done on a good scale, and then prices 
will boom. We have been writing this review for thirty years, 
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but we have never seen anything else than a quiet demand for 
canned goods at this time. Nor can we recall when the market 
was so well cleaned up in the jobbers’ and retailers’ hands, and 
the indications for good business so bright as now. 

The fact that the market prices on all lines of canned goods 
are holding quite steady in the absence of a normal demand, is a 
good indication not to be overlooked. Occasionally one learns 
of a weak holder of tomatoes who has sacrificed his holdings 
at 65c., because he has to realize in order to meet his obliga- 
tions ; but this is the exception, and not the rule. It would be 
very foolish for any canner to run his holdings into the market 
in its present condition, if he can possibly help it. Jobbers are 
only buying as they absolutely need the goods; we might say 
as they have the small retail orders in hand to be filled, and as a 
consequence an offer of even a small amount has the effect of 
breaking the market, or of making a greater impression on it 
than would have been the case formerly. 

As we have said 65c. and 67%4c. full standard tomatoes are 
spoken of on the market, but these prices are the result of these 
tenders on the part of canners who are compelled to sacrifice. 
The market is 7oc., and all who can hold would refuse that price 
for their holdings. 

Corn is experiencing a slow demand, and what orders are 
coming in are for small, urgent needs; but the market is firm 
at 6oc. for standard Harford county, 65c. for dry packed or 
Maine style and 8o0c. for extra fine qualities. Philadelphia, 
New York and Chicago all report conditions in about the same 
way, with New York State quoting standard corn at 7oc. up to 
goc. for the fancy, and the West asking 6oc. f. 0. b. up to 75c. 
and 8oc. for the fancy grades. 

Peas are dull and inactive, but holding their prices, with 
standard early Junes quoted at 80c.; extra sifted at $1.10; extra 
fine sifted $1.25, and petit pois at $1.40. 

Peaches are without marked change and the demand is 
light, but indications seem to point to an advance under good 
buying conditions. No. 3 standards are quoted -at $1.30 for 
white and $1.35 for yellow; seconds of the same at g5c. and 
$1.00, respectively. No. 3 extra yellows are quoted up to 
$1.50 and selects up to $1.70. No. 3 peeled -pie are quoted at 
goc. and unpeeled at 75c. Gallon pie, unpeeled, are $2.50 and 
peeled at $3.50. 

Even pineapples have felt the falling off in demand, and 
for the first time in years we have to report the market at a 
standstill. Even Singapore pineapples are reported as in over- 
supply, owing to the falling off in demand, but there are no 
changes to note in prices. Incidentally, it would seem the 
Hawaiian pineapple canners are going to bring their product to 
the attention of the world by advertising to the consumer, and 
as they are rapidly increasing the size of that pack, they are 
wise in this move. The product is delicious, and if the people 
can only be made acquainted with it, the demand will more 
than outrun the supply. 

Canned apples find themselves on the reverse side of the 
see-saw this year, as compared with ‘last season, for they are 
going up this year where they went down, down, down, last 
year. Gallons are quoted here at $1.80 to $2.00; No. 3 at 7oc. 
New York State is quoting its gallons at $2.40 to $2.50 and 
Maine here at $2.25. The pack was light this year. 

Sweet potatoes, pumpkin and other articles of special pack- 
ing are receiving their share of attention, in comparison with 


the staple lines, but have neither declines nor advances to record 
in prices. 

Many are inquiring as to the prices of cans for next season, 
but as yet there is nothing new to report, the old prices still 
continuing. Whether there will be any change in the prices, 
up or down, is a mooted question, but in any event there are no 
changes to note at this writing. 

Canners’ metals also remain about as last quoted, and may 
be found on their regular page. |

CHICAGO, December 10, 1908. 

Improving Conditions.—A very noticeable improvement 
in the demand for canned goods is observed in the market and 
it is not sporadic or special or specific, for it spreads all along 
the line from asparagus to shrimps and that alphabetically 
includes everything in cans quoted in a wholesale grocer’s price 
list. 

The improved demand is not urgent or noisy, but is a quiet, 
steady pull, which makes the figures in one’s stock book gradu- 
ally decrease from thousands to hundreds and from hundreds to 
tens, as the sunshine melts away snowdfifts, and, in fact, it is 
rather a sunshiny feeling, so buyers say, to see the market 
gathering force and strength sufficient to sit up and be con- 
valescent. 

What’s The Matter And Why ?—The business failures 
for eleven months of 1908 show that we have passed through one 
of the longest and most cruel periods of commercial depression 
and destruction ever experienced in this or any other country. 
Just look at these figures: 

Businesss failures for eleven months of 1908, as compared 
with eleven months of nine preceding years, viz: 


Number Assets Liabilities 
8,833 §0,938.945 109,913,257 


An analysis of this comparison goes to show that during a 
period of twelve months past, which will include December, 
1907, the business failures in the United States have aggregated 
in number about 14,000 and the liabilities about $325,000,000. 

This statement does not, of course, include the enormously 
greater losses which were met by those who were able to sustain 
them without failing. Confining ourselves, however, to the 
liabilities of those who publicly failed, what do we find? It is 
shown that the losses aggregating $326,000,000 would, if 
avoided, have been sufficient to build a double-track railway 
from New York to San Francisco and fully equip it. It would 
have been sufficient to build a fleet of twenty-five battle-ships, 
giving us the strongest navy in the world, and, in addition, a 
fleet of 250 merchantmen of modern construction, which would 
give us control of the carrying traffic of the world. 

The liabilities were in excess of the entire capital of all the 
wholesale grocers in the United States, of whom there are about 
3,000 with an average capital invested of about $100,000. 

And yet this remarkable country, full of recuperative force

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and resourcefulness, has almost fully recovered from the enorm- 
ous losses. 

Among The Losers.—Canned goods packers were among 
the heavy losers, but have, nevertheless, made a _ splendid 
record for financial stability in the face of most trying and diffi- 
cult conditions. There were a few heavy failures, viz: 


The Erie Preserving Company..............:sseccsccssceseees $750,000 00 
The A. Booth Company. 5,000,000 00 


And a few others of smaller calibre, but, generally speaking, 
the canned goods packers have maintained a reputation for sta- 
bility. It is, of course, known that many canned goods packers 
in the latter part of 1907 wisely sold their product at high 
prices and unloaded it pretty effectually on the wholesale grocers, 
who have been compelled to stand the unrelenting, steady and 
never-let-up loss by declines which have even yet not ended. An 
old negro was riding his mule and was dozing. Suddenly the 
wind blew a newspaper from the roadside under the mule and 
he bucked. The old darkey sat up in the road, where he had 
fallen, felt the bruises and said, ‘‘ Dats what makes me ’spise a 
mule.’’ 

The story represents the position that the wholesale grocer 
found himself in the beginning of 1908, and I dare say that very 
few of them have made any money on their canned goods 
departments. 

This is the source of the feeling among the trade, both 
wholesal and retail, which brings up determination to ‘‘carry 
smail stocks of canned goods’’ to ‘‘quiet buying future canned 
goods,’’ to ‘‘buy goods only as needed,’’ etc. 

There is no ill feeling on the part of jobbers toward canned 
goods packers for being smart enough to ‘‘get out from under’’ 
last year, as that was more attributable to luck than foresight. 
The jobbers couldn’t get out from under, and the retailers were 
even more strongly loaded up than the jobbers were, and they 
had to bear the brunt of the decliner. The result is to an 
important extent shown as to retailers in part of the 14,000 
failures and three hundred and twenty-tive million liabilities. 

The dealers, wholesale and retail, are exasperated at the 
packers, however, on account of their course this season of 1908, 
and deeply so. They feel that despite the warnings dinged into 
their ears by the trade papers and evidence before their eyes, 


that they have packed an over supply of peas and tomatoes and 
possibly of corn, that they have loaded up the trade as usual 
and then thrown their surplus or oversupply upon the market, 
breaking down prices and preventing those who placed confi- 
dence in the good faith and good sense of canned goods packers, 
from making a profit and forcing many of their friends and 
patrons into heavy losses. 

This feeling is not loud but deep, and I now predict that 
futures will be harder to sell next year than ever before in the 
history of the canned goods business. 

These conditions are not pleasing to know of, but they are 
true, and the information ought to be valuable to those who are 
likely to be affected by them. 

We Are Going Back.—When Sheridan at the battle of 
Winchester turned a defeat into victory by fiercely riding twenty 
miles to the front and shouting to the discouraged and retreat- 
ing soldiers as he met them, ‘‘We are going back to the front 
boys! We are going back ! ' he impersonated the spirit of in- 
domitable courage and recuperative power. After the dreadful 
commercial carnage which I have described to you which we 
have come through the past year, I am pleased to know that 
‘“We are going back to the front.”’ 

Bank clearings in the United States for eleven months of 1908 
are only 13 per cent. smaller than for the same period of 1907, 
which was a record breaker for clearings, while the clearings 
for November, 1908, are 34 per cent. greater than for Novem- 
ber, 1907. 

I predict a fine business this spring. A reaction in the 
price of food products is sure tocome. There have been enor- 
mous advances in stocks and securities, and in many other lines 
of merchandise. If each man will do his duty in the canned 
goods line and determine to get a fair price for his goods and be 
patient until he does, all will do well and the season will end 
profitably. 

What About the Market.—Yes! I realize that I haven't 
said anything about the market, haven’t mentioned prices or 
quoted a figure. ‘‘But what is the Constitution between friends,”’ 
as a politician once said, and of what interest is the market just 
now when there is none because everybody is giving all their 
time and attention to nuts, raisins, figs and Christmas holiday 
supplies. WRANGLER.

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California Market. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Dec. 5, 1908. 
The marketing of canned goods is a secondary consideration 
with the local canners and jobbers at the present time. Instead 
of talking prices and figuring on ways and means of getting rid 
of stock in the most rapid manner, they are, almost to a man, 
engaged in an attempt to stop the raises in Eastbound freight 
rates that are scheduled to take place, commencing with Janu- 
ary first. Until very recently they looked upon the matter with 
indifference, but events have occurred of late that have aroused 
them to action, and they are now straining every effort to 
secure their point. The California Traffic Association, the 
Canners League and the dried fruit men have arranged for a 
joint meeting at an early date and the campaign of the local com- 
mercial community against the proposed increase in freight rates 
will assume definite shape. At this meeting, according to the 
present sentiment, the fight will be carried on largely on the 
showing that the Southern Pacific earnings and dividends are all 
out of proportion to an honest capitalization. It will also 
develop at this meeting that the work of the traffic bureau is 
largely in the hands of men who are known Southern sympa- 
thizers, and an effort will be made to discredit the propositions 
set forth by the Canners League. There are a number of promi- 
nent jobbers associated with the traffic bureau, however, and 
these will see that the campaign is conducted with sincerity. 
Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., of 208 Battery 
street, handlers of canned salmon and California canned fruits, 
is one of the leaders of the traffic bureau in the Merchants 
Exchange and is intensely interested in the matter in hand. 
‘* We have taken this matter up in earnest,’’ said Mr. Durney, 
‘*and we mean to to press it toa finish. At first we were led to 
believe that the raise in rates was general throughout the coun- 
try, but since then we have learned that it is a special discrimi- 
“nation against California. It is our intention to take our pro- 
test to the railroad company first, and then, if that fails, we will 
take the case to the Interstate Commerce Commission. We 
have put money into this fight and mean to make as strong a 
campaign as money and the best talent can make.’’ The traffic 
bureau of the Merchants Exchange at first seemed unwilling to 
undertake the campaign, and it was not until C. H. Bentley, of 
the California Fruit Canners Association, insisted that some- 
thing be done that the bureau paid any attention to the matter. 
Mr. Bentley made the point that the case was one of the most 
important ones that had ever been brought before the notice of 
the shippers of the State, and stated that unless immediate 
action was commenced and an attempt made to do something, 
that his company would withdraw from the organization. ‘‘It 
makes no difference to us,’’ said Mr. Bentley, ‘‘ which Associ- 
ation presses this matter as long as something is done. We are 
ready to get behind any movement to prevent the increase in 
rates. I believe that the traffic bureau of the Merchants 
Exchange is in a better position than any other organization to 
go ahead with this matter.’’ It is figured that the increase in 
rates will mean a differeuce of $1,000,000 a year in freight ship- 
ments out of the State by rail and much of this will be taxed to 
the fruit interests. The increase in the rate on canned goods is 
10 cents per 100 pounds. 


G. P. Thielen, president of the Wahiawa Consolidated Pine- 
apple Company,-of Honolulu, is in San Francisco at the present 


time in the interests of a project that has been under discussion 
for organizing the pineapple canners of the islands into a strong 
association, which is designed to have a potent influence on the 
marketing of that product. It is conceded that the growth of 
the pineapple industry has reached such a stage that different 
methods must be introduced to safeguard the industry. It is 
understood that the new organization will be patterned after 
the Sugar Factors Association, which has proved to be so 
successful. A central company will buy the output of the 
different canneries and sell to the trade. 


The cannery of Hunt Bros., at Los Gatos, Cal., made a pack 
this season of double the amount put up last season, according 
to the figures of the pack recently compiled. 


G. H. Waters, of the Pomona Cannery at Pomona, Cal., is 
commencing to close up his canned fruit shipping business for 
the season. He has already sent out over 75 carloads and is 
still making shipments. The cannery is to be given a thorough 
overhauling and much new apparatus installed before the open- 
ing of the new season. A heavy frost in this locality about the 
last of November ruined the tomato crop. But very little pack- 
ing of this article was going on, the farmers relying on selling 
the bulk of the crop in the fresh state to the markets. 


The California Fish Company, operating in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles, has put up a large pack of California sardines and 
mackerel this season, and are making preparation to increase 
the output of the plant, as the demand for the product has been 
steadily on the increase. This company claims that it puts up 
the only genuine sardine found in American waters, this fish 
being found along the coast of Southern California. 

The Friday Harbor salmon cannery, owned by the Pacific- 
American Fisheries Company, and which has been idle for the 
past five years, is to be put in operation again with the com- 
mencement of the spring season. It employs about 200 men 
and women in season, and is the second largest cannery on the 
Puget Sound. 


A. McKillop, of Kelowana, B. C., will shortly open a can- 
nery at that place. 


The Greenacres Company, of Greenacres, Wash., has failed 
and Chas. E. Bisbee has been appointed receiver to take charge 
of the cannery. 


The season just closed has been one of the best ever experi- 
enced at Hoquiam on Grays Harbor, Wash. The Hoquiam 
Packing Company packed approximately 30,000 cases, an 
increase of 5,000 cases over the record of last year. Had it not 
been for the great demand for fish for cold storage purposes, a 
pack of many times this size could have been put up. 


The salmon canning interests recognize the Alaska- Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition to be held at Seattle next year as one of the 
best opportunities ever presented to place canned salmon as a 
food before the public in a favorable light, and preparations are 
being made to give the fishery industries a most thorough repre- 
sentation. One of the most interesting exhibits will be that of 
a cannery in operation at times when salmon are available. In 
addition to the cannery a hatchery will be shown and a moving 
picture show will be in evidence to exploit the industry. The 
moving picture show will illustrate the fish swimming in the 
water, the entrance into the traps, the brailing of the traps, the 
transportation to the cannery, the automatic cleaning operations, 
and the final operations of placing in the cans and cooking.

jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The general demand is not large and tomatoes are showing rather less 
strength, concessions being made with more freedom, but without induc- 
ing buyers to forsake the cautious policy of the past. There are more 
Maryland tomatoes to be had at 67%c. per dozen, f. o. b., but some of the 
brokers say that the limit on full standard No. 3 is 7oc. f. 0. b. in Mary- 
land. Corn is quiet and steady. Peas sell in the usual routine way. 
Beans are without features of interest. In fact, in the market for canned 
vegetables tomatoes moncpolize attention, notwithstanding the narrow 
volume of business. Canned peaches are dull, as are all other kinds of 
fruits in cans, and No. 10 apples are quoted at $2.40 to $2.50 for New York 
State brands. Canned salmon is quiet and firm. Domestic sardines are 
pretty firm, but without business. Oysters are noticeably firm, demand in 
the packing districts being good and supplies being limited. Prices are 
tending upward. Complaints are made that there is too little regard icr 
common honesty in the oyster business, hence the appearance of atroci- 
ously ‘‘ light weights.”’ Sofaras the general canned goods outlook is 
concerned, it is believed that after the first of the year the market will 
begin to improve.—Mer chants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is weaker and fair standards have been offered 
during the week at 67%c. There still seems to be some confidence in some 
quarters that the market will improve by and by. Corn is unchanged and 
very dull. Peas are dull also, with a little demand for the cheaper grades. 
Peaches are scarce, steady to firm in price and quiet. Apples still average 
about $2.40, both for new and old. Old goods are about cleaned up. 
California canned goods show no change whatever and the demand is 
light. Small Baltimore canned goods are unchanged and dull.—Grocery 
World. 

Chicago. 
The Business Situation.—Cooler weather has proved a trade stimu- 


lant and business during the past week has been very active in cold- 
weather specialties and holiday goods, and a more active consuming demand 
is being had for canned goods and dried fruits, prices on the Jatter being 
very strong and advancing. The business situation, as a whole, principally 
in the agricultural sections of the West, is very good, but notwithstanding 
that continues to improve. ‘An enormous business will be done on holiday 
goods of all kinds this year, including, of course, food products. Retailers 
and wholesalers are looking for a heavy consumpticn of everything in this 
line. Canned goods prices are very steady and on some articles tend upward. 
This is on account of the smallness of stocks of some lines of canned fruits 
and vegetables. Recently there has been a better demand for canned 
asparagus, especially green asparagus, which is more popular with con- 
sumers now than ever before and promises to remain in a more important 
position than green occupied in the past. Tomatoes are steady; canners 
profess to believe prices will advance when demand increases. It is the 
same way with canners of corn, This article is steady now, but is being 
held confidently by the packers, who expect to see the market price 
improve some time later after the turn of the year. Peas are unchanged in 
price, but, on account of the increasing scarcity of grades to sell at popular 
prices, there is a stronger tendency on the so-called cheaper qualities, as 
the supply is being steadily reduced. Canned fruits are in fair demand at 
steady prices on all varieties, both Californian and Eastern. The market 
on apples is firm, prices tending upward. Peaches, apricots and pears are 
in more or less demand and prices rule steady to firm, with no probability 
of a decline in quotations. Canned sardines are firm, both domestic and 
imported kinds, and demand is seasonable. The domestic catch ended 
some days ago, with a considerable shortage reported. Imported sardines 
are firm under light supplies. Tendency of prices on cove oysters is 
upward and some advances are expected. Canned lobster and shrimp are 
firm.—Grocers’ Criterion, 


St. Louis. 


Business with St. Louis jobbers has showed up better this week tham 
last and the volume is about as inuch as may be expected under present 
conditions. Tomatoes continue to be on the strong list. Standards may 
yet be bought at 85c. Some city retailers who have particular trade are 
paying as high as 97%c. for better-than-ordinary goods and are buying 
more than they need for immediate consumption cn the theory that the 
price is more likely to go up than down. Incomplete statistics regarding 
the pack of 1908 make it look as though tomatoes are a good purchase at 
present prices. Corn is going out only in a nominal way. The yellow

Soaked canned peas seem to be practically cff the market, so far 
as demand is concerned; nobody seems to know why, but it is a fact, 
nevertheless. Red kidney beans continue to grow in popularity and those 
who are not well stocked with them had better make inquiries as to price 
and quality. This vegetable is getting on the front of the shelf lately in 
stores where the retailer had to dig into the cellar a year or so ago to find 
that he had some in stock.— Zhe /nterstate Grocer. 


Manitoba, Gan. 
There is some tendency towards an advance in local prices of canned 
peas, but competition is very keen, and in spite of short supplies the low 
prices quoted below still obtain very generally. 


Montreal, Can. 

Canned fruits and vegetables continue in good demand. Fish are 
selling well, owing to Advent season. Meats are decidedly neglected. 
Other lines are unchanged. 

Toronto, Can. 

Fruits and vegetables continue to pass out actively under a steady 
demand, which is rather unusual-at this season of the year. Salmon is 
selling fairly well, but little is doing in canned meats.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—With supplies short, as stated in last Saturday’s Grocer’s 
Gazelte, the market for Alaska shows a firmer tendency, whilst British 
Columbia maintains avery quiettone. The country demand continues to be 
good. The Minnehaha has arrived with 1,200 cases and the Michigan with 
600 cases, the last named at Liverpool. Lobsters are going off a little 
more freely and the market is steady. The Norman has brought 300 cases 
to Southampton. Sardines continue in fair demand and the tone of the 
market remains firm. Reports of the fishing do not indicate any improve- 
ment. Amongst recent arrivals are the Malaga, with 1,832 cases; the 
Asturias, to Southampton, with 1,003 cases; the St. Servan, with 427 
cases, and the St. Malo, with 1,391 cases, both to Newhaven; the Minho, 
to Liverpool, with 400 cases, and the Tasso, to Hull. with 1,c87 cases. 
Fruits continue to go off steadily and the tone is firm. Pineapples remain 
steady but quiet. The Admiral Magon has arrived at Bristol with i8,760 
cases and the Minnehaha with 1,517 cases fruits. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon .—The trade during the week has been fairly good, with a n-co 
siderable demand for half-pound flats and one-pound talls. Alaska has 
advanced on the week about 6d. per case. Lobsters quiet at the reduced 
rates. Sardines.—Steady, but very few lots of goods offering.—Grocers’ 
Gazette.

The Appert Club. 
Twenty of the leading packers of Baltimore have formed a corporation, 
to be known asthe Appert Club. The name is taken from the first known 
packer of canned goods, Jules Appert. Incorporation papers have been 
prepared under the general laws of the State covering such organizations, 
and have been placed on file in the office of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court. 

Mr. H. A. Waidner, of William Numsen & Sons Co. is the president ; 
Charles J. Brooks, of the John Boyle Co. is vice president, and John R. 
Baines, of the Torsch Packing Co secretary. Five additional packers will 
be chosen as the board of directors, of which board the officers will also 
be members. 

The purposes of the organization are best explained by President 
Waidner. He conceived the plan and was instrumental in putting it into 
effect. He labored among the canners until he got them interested and 
secured their cooperation for the attainment of the objects he had in view. 
He said : 

‘‘For many seasons past the Baltimore packers have had difficulty in 
securing all the raw material needed to keep their plants going on a profita- 
ble basis, even in busy seasons. This is true because the nearby produce 
was not brought here in suffiicient quantity to give us all a show for con- 
stant employment to our hands and machinery. 

‘‘When we attempted to draw from sections supplied by the local trans- 
portation companies this, too, was unsatisfactory, because the steamboats 
did not always go close enough to the source of supply to encourage 
farmers to grow produce for packing purposes. At the points these boats 
reached the shipments were limited, and these did not always come to 
market in good condition on account of the lapse of time needed by the 
scheduled boats in reaching the city. 

‘‘To overcome this some of the larger packers, including ourselves, 
employed private transportation means. This was only satisfactory in 
part, because while we reached the shallow waters the steamboats could 
not approach we did not always find produce enough to justify the expense. 

“It is the purpose of the ‘Appert’ Club to overcome this condition. 
We will arrange with farmers at the headquarters of all streams adjacent to 
the Baltimore market to increase their acreage in tomatoes, peas, beans, 
small fruits and all products which can be successfully and profitably 
canned, 

‘To this end we will supply a fleet of motor-boats capable of reaching 


shallow poiats. These boats when once loaded will head directly for the 
point of consumption and will beat the time of the regular steamers by 
many hours. Arrangements with the the planters will be made in advance 
so that no delay will be occasioned to any when we are once informed that 
vegetables and fruit are ready for use. 

‘* By this policy we expect to obtain at least 10,oco additional acres of 
tomatoes next season and fully half as much, if not more, of peas. The 
growers will have little or no hauling, as we will erect wharves in any 
locality where the promised shipment justifies it. 

‘* There will be no lack of boats, as these arrangements will be made 
during the winter. The spring wili find us prepared to do all the things 


outlined. The incorporation gives a co-operative spirit to the venture and - 


will avoid competition and jealousies, now so prevalent and keen. 

‘‘Ifa packer has his agent on the ground with the growers and 
arranges for his shipments, the club will not interfere, but its boats will be 
sent and the produce carried to his packing house without question. 
When the goods are brought here unconsigned, our agents will take care of 
them and make equitable distribution at the prevailing price. This will 
be fair alike to the grower and packer. 

‘*We can and may go into the Southern Maryland counties with the 
scheme we have in view. Along the Potomac and Patapsco there is prac- 
tically a virgin territory. This might be developed to fill in the deficiency 
so frequently encountered when only the nearby districts can be depended 
upon for canning supplies. 

‘* We have a broad scope in view, and our members feel that it can be 
successfully developed.’’ 


Exchange Moves Uptown. 


The offices of the Baltimore’ Canned Goods Exchange, which were 
formerly located on South Broadway, have been removed, and all commu- 
nications should be addressed to the Bannon Building, corner of St. Paul 
and Baltimore streets. This move puts the offices in the center of the city 
and enables callers or visitors to reach it without inconvenience. The 
office on South Broadway was conveniently located for a large number of 
the canners of Baltimore, but was in an out-of-the-way location for many 
others, and since the revival after the Big Fire many canners, brokers and 
others interested have returned to or near the locations they had prior to 
the fire, and in the neighborhood of the present offices of the Exchange.

Correct Charges Best Service 
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Canned Goods In The United Kingdom. 


BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, ENGLAND, November 24, 1908. 
The aspect of shops and stores in the United Kingdom proclaims as 
plainly as anything could that we are within reach of Christmas. Windows, 


cases, shelves and counters are brilliant with the display of goods which 
have been got in and set out, especially as the Christmas stock and the 
Christmas show. No traders make a more brilliant and more captivating 
show than the grocers, and no class of goods lends itself so well as a con- 
* tributor to this show, and counts for so much in producing the general 
brilliance of the countless displays as canned goods. Tall and flat salmon 
tins, in the gayest of gay colors, apricot, peach and pear tins, in even more 
variety of color, and with hardly less vividness; pineapple tins, with the 
bright and luscious representations of the fruit contained in them, and 
then the stocks of tomato and sardine tins, to say nothing of the vast and 
varied array of tins containing special! meats, tongues, rabbits and the 
like; all of these and others appear in the grocers’ shops and in the house- 
hold goods stores in cities, towns and villages of the United Kingdom at 
the present time as forming the special Christmas show. The show begins 
with December and continues until at least the second week of the new 
year following. It is on as I write, and very striking it is, and very 
unmistakably does it tell that the traders are in for a good time. Few 
things are more suitable for use in the household, through the festive time 
than canned goods. They are convenient in family emergencies. A 
housekeeper feels that she can lay in a tin or two of salmon or lobster; a 
tin or two of apricots or pears, and that then she will be well provided 
against emergencies. If friends drop in upon her unawares, she will have 
something ‘‘tasty’’ in reserve which can be used at once without the 
trouble or delay of cooking. At Christmas more than at any other time 
of the year the wife or housekeeper in the English home is called upon to 
entertain friends who ‘* drop in’’ unexpectedly, and nothing serves the 
middle class and working class housekeepers’ purpose so well as a tin or 
two of fish and fruit of reliable brands. It is safe to say that a large inroad 
will be made into stocks of tinned fish, fruit and meats before the end of 
the year. The business done in these goods as between the importer and 
the shopkeeper or stores proprietor for a fortnight past has shown that a 
satisfactory Christmas trade was in progress. At London, Liverpool. 
Bristol, Glasgow and in other cities and towns there has been an active 
movement of salmon and stocks in first hands are now very small. The 
overland ‘‘ shipments ’’ have found, for the most part, an expectant market 
and have passed quickly into dealers’ hands for consumptive sale. Prices 
of British Columbia and Alaska are now very firm and will continue so 
through the Christmas season, unless something unexpected happens. At 
present importers are a little nervous over the prospect of a short supply of 
salmon within the next four weeks. A very gratifying intimation respect- 
ing salmon can be made in this letter. The British Admiralty have placed 
Alaska salmon on the stores list for the navy. This will mean that the 
salmon will be supplied as a regular item of the food stores required for the 
numerous ships of the navy and that a good demand on this naval account 
will ensue. 

Lobsters are in improved demand at the easier prices, lately adopted, 
and are likely to have a fair sale through the Christmas season. 

Sardines are selling more freely and prices are hardening. Stocks of 
good quality are very small and supplies coming to hand are light, owing 
to the closing of the fishing. 

Tinned Meats are in better request and more money is being obtained 
for first qualities. Tongues are also selling more readily aud may be 
counted on to move freely through the Christmas period. Supplies of tongues 
are not large, so that these goods are likely to occupy a strong position for 
some weeks. 

In Fruit, Californian sorts are in good request in the principal mark- 
ets and promise to sell freely until the turn of the year. More inquiries 
are now coming to hand for these fruits and prices are hardening. Apri- 
cots, in particular, are selling well and will fill an important place in the 
Christmas household stores. 

Pines continue to sell but slowly and are now being offered at very low 
prices. The British public are not yet aware of the character of much of 
this fruit which is being offered. Pines are still a new fruit to them. The 
low prices will induce more buying through the next four or five weeks, so 
that more people will become familiarized with the fruit. 

An event of interest to importers and dealers in canned goods in the 
Southwest of Engiand occurred at the middle of last month—November. 
This was the arrival of the Admiral Magon at Bristol as the first steamer of 
a new service between San Francisco and Bristol with some 18,000 cases of 
canned goods. Most of these went at once into distributors, hands. The 
opening up of this service and the ease with which these first shiz ments of 
goods were placed are looked upon as of considerable importance and 
promise by the trade in the Southwest of England. 

Exporters of tinned meats from the United States have just been done 
a good turn in this country, and one which will do something more to 
re-establish the full confidence in such meats which existed before the 


scare period. On a recent date Mr.R. Hunt, member of Parliament for 
Ludlow, put a question to the President of the Local Government Board in 
the House of Commons which was distinctly not meant to assist the 
trade in canned goods. He asked whether, in view of the revelations of 
the methods of preparing American tinned meats, the President could state 
that the methods now employed were as well inspected and as clean and 
sanitary as those in this country. The Right Hon. John Burns, in reply, 
stated that there was reason to believe that very considerable improve 
ments had been made as to the sanitary conditions of the American pack- 
ing houses since the revelations referred to in the question took place. 
This reply was quite satisfactory, and would do something towards remov- 
ing the remaining doubt as to the conditions under which meats are packed 
in America and despatched to the United Kingdom. 


The younger and more progressive grocers of Cardiff, who are mem- 
bers of the Technical Class for Grocers’ Assistants, have been posted in 
the main facts of the great Pacific canning business in an interesting way. 
Mr, Hatton Evans, of William Evans & Co., Ltd., Cardiff, who are large 
handlers of canned goods, gave a lecture to the students at the University 
College, Cardiff, on ‘‘ The Salmon Canneries of America,’’ and was able 
to place some startling facts before his audience. First of all, Mr. Evans 
reviewed the history of the salmon canning industry from the time of the 
starting of the first cannery at Washington, Toledo County, California, in 
1852, by James Booker, Percy Woodson and William Hume. He spoke 
of the formation of the first canning company in 1863 by William and G. 
W. Hume and Andrew Hapgood, and of the rapid expansion of the indus- 
try, until today, he said, the value of the output of the Pacific canncries 
was £3,000,000 (three millions British currency.) Mr. Evans next 
informed his hearers as to the kinds of salmon which were canned. 
These, he said, were chiefly two kinds, ‘‘ red ’’ salmon and ‘‘ King ’’ salmon. 
Each of these had outranked in economic value the other five (5) species 
of salmon to be obtained on the Pacific Coast. Of the two kinds named, 
the first piace was easily taken by the red salmon. After astonishing his 
hearers with facts and figures relating to the remarkable abundance of 
salmon in the Pacific waters, Mr. Evans threw light on this abundance by 
informing them that the female salmon produced from 5,000 to 6,000 eggs 
atone time. His hearers were interested, moreover, in learning that the 
fish caught when on their way from the ocean to the spawning grounds 
were much superior to those caught around the creeks. A brief descrip- 
tion of the treatment of the fish at the canneries followed, and then Mr. 
Evans touched again on some of the mysteries of salmon life, the fecundity 
of the fish and the extent to which advantage had been taken of this for 
propagation. Hatcheries, he explained, had been established and devel- 
oped on a large scale; one of the finest, started in 1902, being in Canada, at 
Ontario, and now being capable of hatching 33,600,000 eggs ina season. 
Allusion was also made to the founding of the hatchery on the White 
Salmon River in 1887, and which had lately an average of 25,000,000 eggs 
ayear. The aggregate hatching of the different hatcheries was, Mr. Evans 
said, 96,645,000 eggs per year, a statement which made even the technical 
students open their eyes with wonder. Their wonder only increased as he 
went on to speak of the astonishing developments of the canning industry 
on the Pacific Coast. In 1864 Messrs. Hapgood, Hume & Co.’s total pack 
had been 2,000 cases. In 1901 it was 52,000,000, Then there was the marve} 
of the Columbia River’s productiveness. It was, he said, the most prolific 
stream in the world. Its output from 1856 to the present time had been 
16,500,000 cases. 


The giving of this information to the grocery trade students of Cardiff 
by Mr. Evans was a good thing, as it created a new interest among them 
in canned goods and gave them such main facts of the industry as were 
likely to be of use to them as handlers of canned goods, whether by whole. 
sale or retail. BRITISHER. 


New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, December 9.—Canned goods are quiet. No 
disposition is shown in any quarter to buy more than are 
required for immediate needs. Current wants are small, which 
precludes all possibility of sales of any importance, excepting in 
rare instances. Packers are beginning to show considerable 


anxiety to sell, which indicates that some of them may be in 
need of money te settle up their obligations at the end of the 
year. It is impossible to obtain anything which even points 
toward improvement, much less to discover improvement itself. 
The situation is, therefore, rather disappointing, and the condi-

tions are somewhat in doubt. The tendency is downward, 
which will undoubtedly lead to reduction in quotations unless 
something occurs to liven up trade a bit. Of course a good 
many are disappointed, not a few expecting to see improvement 
of importance before this. They still live in hopes, however, 
and anticipate a better market later in the season. But with 
the closing of the year so near and the stock taking and disposi- 
tion to clean out everything in hand for the beginning of the 
month, it doesn’t look much like increased activity right away. 
Tomatoes.—The market is weak. No doubt of that point 
exists. It is possible to buy some lots of full standard 3s at 65c. 
regular terms f. o. b. factory. Sales have actually been made 
at this figure, and a good deal of stock has been sold at 67%%c. 
Buyers are not taking hold anywhere, excepting to supply their 
actual wants, and these are small at this season. A good many 
thousand cases of full standard 3s could be bought at 67%c. 
to 7oc. factory basis. No. 2s are easy at 4734c., and gallons 
It is 
reported that packers are storing stock under advances of 6oc. 
per dozen by banks, but this is not generally credited here. No 
official figures of the pack have yet been given out here. 
Peas.—A free offering of western stock is reported. Two 
concerns in the West are now offering about thirty cars through 
brokers here, Jobbers show only a light interest. The market 
is generally weak and buyers with orders for a considerable 


quantity could get them for about what they wanted to pay. 

Corn.—Stock is offered more freely, and prices are no more 
than steady. State stock, standard quality, can be bought as 
low as 67%4c. and fancy is held up to 77%4c. Western is quoted 
at 673%4c. and Maine standards at 87%4c. Sales are small, most 
buying being such as is necessary for immediate necessities. 

Asparagus.—A fair demand is noted for various grades, and 
the market is a trifle firmer on green tips and medium sizes. 
Other grades are wanted in only moderate quantities, and sales 
are limited to actual requirements. 


Gallons are held at $2.00, and standard 2s are quoted at 45c. 
Standard 3s can be bought at 67%4c. 

Spinach.—A slight demand is reported, though it is limited 
to small lots at present. No. 2s are quoted at 67%4c., with 
No. 3s held at 82%c., and gallons at $2.80. 

Pumpkin.—The market is steady, with demand limited to 
requirements, but in the absence of liberal supplies the market 
is held firm. No. 3s are quoted at 65c. and gallons at $1.85. 

Succotash.—The market is dull and the situation has weak- 
ened recently on general offerings. For Southern there is a 
light demand at 7oc. 

Beets.—The market is dull, with sales tending toward a 
lower basis, though with actual reduction in quotations. No. 
2s are held at 80c. and No. 3s at $1.00. 

Salmon.—A fair jobbing interest is noted in spot red Alaska 
and but few lots are offered in any quarter under $1.30. Some 
holders are quoting up to $1.3234. But few lots are obtainable 
from first hands on the Coast. Spot pinks are a bit easier on 
small lots within a range of 80c. to 85c. here. Medium red 
attracts a fair degree of attention at $1.17%4. Stocks of all 
grades are light. 

Sardines.—T he market is quiet and a shade easy on quarter- 
oils, with a slight downward tendency noted on three-quarter 
mustards, all f. o. b. Eastport. Not much interest is noted out- 
side of supplying current wants. 

Oysters.—A little business is reported, though it appears 
to be limited, as in everything else. Some 5-ounce have sold at 
7oc. and 8-ounce are held at $1.30. 

Fruits. —Only a small jobbing trade is noted. Most Cali- 
fornia packers are holding fine grades of apricots and peaches at 
full opening quotations. Not much business is done in either. 

Peaches.—A fair local jobbing trade is reported, with sales 
of lemon clings made at full prices. Southern yellows are firm 
and gallon peeled stock is held up to $3.50 delivered here. 
Only a little call for No. 3 pies is reported. 

Apples.—State gallons are a little firmer, as quoted. Only 
a moderate demand is reported for both Maine and Maryland 
gallons. Other grades are scarcely selling at all. : 

Pineapples.—The market is dull. A good many Singapore 
pines are held in first hands for which demand is rather quiet. 


Beans.—Strings are dull, with sales limited to requirements. Small fruits of all sorts are dull. Hupson.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


With tariff reforms likely, advancing railroad rates in view, 


_and uniform packages to be enforced by law, the canners cannot 


complain of a lack of interesting matters affecting the industry. 


It appears the independent tin plate manufacturers are in 
favor of a reduction in the tariff on tin plates amounting to 
about 20 per cent., and by this stand have called upon them- 
selves the hearty approval of all those in favor of a revision of 
the tariff downwards, for it was supposed by the public in gen- 
eral that tin plates was one of the few articles that could not 
be touched. 


The present duty upon tin plates is $1.50 per box, and a 
reduction of 20 per cent. would make this rate $1 20 per box. 
On the present tariff basis there is a difference between the 
American and English tin plates of $1.35 per box, which makes 
the English tin plates plus the tariff, $1.50, cost the American 
user about 15c. per box more than would the American plates. 
If the reduction is made, however, on the same basis of prices, 
the English plates would be 15c. cheaper than the American. 
Under such a condition the canners generally are liable to be 
found on the side of the independent makers. 


As to the advance in railroad rates, California seems to be 
getting the worst of the deal, for the railroads carrying canned 
goods from that section have announced an advance in rates 
equivalent to 10 per cent. over the old rates, and this has stirred 
the California Canners’ League and the canners of that section 
generally into very lively action to prevent the enactment of 


such a move. The new rates are scheduled to take effect from 
January 1. 

We have heard much and read more of the necessity the 
railroads find to adyance their freight rates, in order apparently 
to make up for the loss they have sustained in the falling off of 
shipments, due to the business depression of the past year. 
There are many good reasons to be advanced to sustain their 
position, chief of which is that the old favorable rates were 
made upon the volume of business handled, and that now that 
the volume is not there, they must advance rates in order to 
cover expenses. 


This contention is not easily denied; but all shippers will 
agree that the old rates were high enough, and under proper 
conditions would seem high enough to pay the dividends desired. 
If there is something wrong in the condition of the railroads, it 
is hard to see why the public should be made to pay for it. 

If the railroads are justified in demanding n.ore money for 
their labor, because at present rates the service is yiven below 
cost, why should not the tomato canners, for instance, demand 
higher prices for their goods, for it is known they are now 
below cost? The argument is the same; but the answer is not. 
The railroads can demand and get their advanced rates, but the 
canners cannot. 


There is food for thought in this—aot new we know—and 
the answer is to be found in the work of the associations. At 
least it is by their association that the railroads enforce their 
demands, and if they can do this why cannot the canners ? Here 
is living evidence that with the proper association the mass of 
interests can demand and obtain as a body what the individual 
could never acquire. What one set of business men can do 
another can, and this should give the canned goods packers of 
the country a good hint as to the possibilities of the National 
Canners’ Association, and the results that may be expected if 
they support it as they should. 

Take, for instance, the matter of statistics. There is noth- 
ing more vitally important to the industry than correct statis- 
tics, unless it be that these statistics be furnished to the canners 
before all others and to no one else. This is exactly what the 
Association is now working upon, and yet there are some with- 
holding their figures, so that the work cannot be completed. 
Here is one of the causes why canners cannot demand and get 
what they demand. 


The Maryland State Horticultural Society is making a 
fight for a uniform shipping package, and is going to try to 
extend the movement over the entire country. Here is a move- 
ment that should have the support of all canners, for it is of the 
utmost importance to canners that they receive the full measure 
they think they buy, and this is a difficult proposition under the 
confused condition of carriers at present. As Mr. Stewart says, 
there are as many different sizes and kinds of carriers for fruits 
and vegetables as there are different game laws in the State of 
Maryland—and it was shown there are sixteen different game 
laws in Maryland. 

Get pour Association to work again and back up this move- 
ment for uniform packages; and if you get it passed, you will 
be able to control to a greater degree the oe of growers and 
the market prices of all a, 

Baltimore City has recently taken a step to free herself some- 
what from this confusion, and also from the tentacles of the 
Commission Men’s Trust of this city, by forming the Appert 
Club, which it is hardly necessary to explain is a club of canned 
goods packers. The purpose of this club is to run boats to all 
sections of the Chesapeake Bay to buy the garden produce for 
the canners of the city. They claim that by this means they 
will reach points of the country that the regular steamers do 
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not and will be able to deliver the goods in better condition and 
in quicker time than can be done by the regular means. All 
canners of the city being members of the Appert Club, they 
will share equally in the receipts of these market boats, and 
they will no longer be subjected to the days of glut and the 
days of abstinence; and because the farmers will probably get 
better prices for their produce than they do under the present 
arrangement, the Appert boats will probably get all they want. 
This is certainly a step in advance, and we congratulate the 
Appert Club and wish it every success. 


STANDARD PACKAGES FOR FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


The Maryland State Horticultural Society To Try To Have 
Law Passed—Mr. David B. Stewart Puts the Society 
On Record For It—Canners Asked To Help. 


The Maryland State Horticultural Society held its annual meeting in 
this city last week—December 1 and 2—with its usual large and varied 
exhibits of fruits and vegetables, and the meetings were both interesting 
and instructive. Many fine addresses were made before the meetings, but 
not one of them more important to the canning industry than that of Mr. 
David B. Stewart, of the Stewart Fruit Company, of Baltimore, who is 
chairman of the Committee on ‘‘ Packing, Storing and Marketing of 
Fruits,’’ In addition to Mr. Stewart, the committee consists of Mr. 
Orlando Harrison, Berlin, Md., and Mr. John G. Harris, Coleman, Md. 
Mr. Stewart’s report is as follows: 

It has been said: 


‘* For every evil under the sun, 
There is a remedy, or there is none. 
If there is one, try to find it; 

If there is none, never mind it.’’ 


The object of the Maryland State Horticultural Society, if I understand 
correctly, is twofold. 

First: Correction of evils. 

Second: Improvement in methods. 


The subject assigned to me, namely: ‘* Packing, Storing and Market- 
ing of Fruits,’’ is one on which a great deal can be said.} 

I propose to deal briefly with the subject from a marketing point 
of view. 

The losses occasioned by the careless and improper marketing of fruit 
and all farm prodncts are stupendous. I would doubtless be severely 
criticised or immediately dubbed a crank were I to venture to state even 
what I consider a conservative estimate of losses entailed thereby. 

Better commercial education is wanted, the exercise of more ‘‘ horse 
sense.’’ But, conditions are improving and advancement will be more 
rapid in the next few years. 

Competition is becoming keener every day. Only the man with the 
best goods can win out. It will be the ‘‘ survival of the fittest;’’ and right 
here, I cannot too strongly emphasize the necessity for united action on 
the part of this Society to bring all the pressure it possibly can command 
on those in authority to have enacted and enforced a law that will require 
every farmer and dealer to use uniform size packages for marketing fruits 
and other farm products. 


This may appear revolutionary, but it is not. 

I have reference to snide packages. 

Snide packages are the worst enemies of the trade. 

They do more to demoralize the market than an oversupply. 

They were invented to deceive, and well they have done the work. 

The first purchaser unsuspectingly paid too much for the snide packed 
shipment; and then on through every phase of marketing the evil con- 
tinued. 


A berry basket formerly held a quart. Today they are of all sizes. 

Six pans formerly filled a standard 6 basket carrier; today there are 
carriers of many different sizes. 

The market man who pays $1.50 per carrier for a well-packed case of 
peaches cannot retail them in market at 35c. in the original pan or basket 
in competition with his neighbor, who may have bought some of the same 
mark and transferred them into smaller pans, making over eight pans 
instead of six out of the crate and offers them to the marketers at 25c. 
per pan. 

It is impossible to maintain a stable market when there is no standard 
measure in use. In selling wheat, corn or oats, you give to the purchaser 
not only a bushel, but guarantee that the bushel as measured shall weigh a 
given number of pounds as prescribed by law. Why should not the farmer 
and dealer be compelled to be as fair in selling fruits and vegetables?

all it is worth, and it is worth what it will bring in the open market, when 
sold in a fair manner. 

A great detriment to the fruit business is the lack of conformity to any 
prescribed standard of measures. I have often wondered how long it will 
he before the farmers come to their senses and have this evil corrected; but, 
understand me, this pernicious practice does not apply alone to the farmer; 
in fact, he is not entitled to the credit of having started it. 

I claim better prices would be realized were standard uniform pack- 
ages required by law to be used. 

No doubt there are some present who will say they obtained no more 
than their neighbors who shipped peaches, strawberries cr apples in 
smaller packages. 

That may be true. 

The purchaser is deceived, or he, in turn, was enabled to deceive the 
second purchaser. 

The whole system is wrong. 

There are more different sizes of peach baskets in use in our State than 
there are rabbit laws in Maryland counties. 

Judge Stockbripge, at the Credit Men’s Banquet last week, stated 
‘*there are at present sixteen different rabbit laws on the statute-books of 
Maryland.”’ 

I simply use this illustration to illustrate, 

Fruit is a commodity that requires quick handling. It is not always 
possible to have the buyer present to inspect the fruit for himself. 

Demand creates values. 

To secure demand, increase distribution. 

To increase distribution, we must get distant buyers who have not 
heretofore purchased our fruits to become customers. 

In order to do so, we should be prepared to offer them a standard pack 
of goods. 

Quality and price will then determine whether we retain them as 
customers. 

Formerly sales were made in person or by mail, then largely by tele- 
graph, whereas today we use the telephone, as we do not have time to 
await reply by telegraph. 

On Saturday afternoon I sold over the long-distance telephone, in less 
than fifteen minutes, 675 boxes of oranges and grape fruit. 

In order to make those sales, when I went to the ’phone and attempted 
to interest my. customer, I told him that my fruit was ripe, sound and 
packed in standard boxes; that is, every box was of a uniform size, with 


the exact number of oranges, together with the grade, whether bright or 
russet, and the grower’s name branded on each box. 

This illustration is simply to show you how ‘‘ the other fellow’’ does 
it. My apology to Mr. Close for the use of ‘‘ the other fellow.”’ 

Cutting quantity will not encourage the ‘‘ second order,’’ except at a 
heavy discount below value. 

Let us adopt uniform packages and distant dealers will order our fruits 
in competition with those from sections which already have the market. 

Time will not permit me to go farther in this report; but, I will be 
pleased to answer any questions that the members may desire to ask. 


I here propose and ask this Association to indorse 
the enactment of a law (with a severe penalty attached 
for violation) that will require Maryland grown fruit 
and vegetables, when offered for sale in packages, to 
have plainly stamped thereon, the measurements or 
cubic capacity, as well as the manufacturer’s name and 
address. 


Other States are becoming interested in this matter. The Department 
of Agricniture, in the State of North Carolina, has written me twice during 
the past two years, requesting information as to what kind of packages are 
preferred in our market for the different kinds of fruits and vegetables 
shipped from this State. 

A guarantee to the purchaser of a full size standard package of fruit 
and produce might be a winning plank in Mr. Bryan’s platform for 1912. 

I thank you for your attention.”’ 

Mr. Stewert’s resolution was unanimously adopted, and the Society 
instructed the President to appoint a committee of three to draft a bill and 
endeavor to have it enacted into law by our next General Assembly. The 
same gentlemen as on the above-named committee were appointed and they 
will meet with the Peninsula Horticultural Society in Wilmington, Del., 
on January 12,1909. They wish to give notice to all Farmers’ Clubs, 
Granges, Shipping Associations, Fruit and Produce Associations and Ex- 
changes, Transportation Companies, Package Manufacturers, Etc.. to send 
one delegate each to confer with the committee. Mr. Joseph G. Harris 
should be notified of the appointment of the delegate. 

It iscertainly not necessary to explain to the canned goods packers the 
importance of such a move as this, and the various Associations should act 
in time to be wellrepresented. Do not forget the date—Wilmington, Del., 
January 12, 1909.

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The Question of Light Weight Oysters. 


An Error Corrected—Justice Done. 


In our issue of November 20th we took occasion to publish a letter 
bearing upon the cove oyster canning business, and signed by the Aughin- 
baugh Canning Co., of this city; and, further, we commented upon it in 
our editorial of that date. As the matter in question hinges upon this 
latter fact, we would suggest that our readers refer again to that editorial. 

It will be observed therein that we gave the Aughinbaugh Canning 
Company a credit, which it now appears they were not entitled to, at 
least entitled to alone. They have called us to task on this, and in justice 
to them and to the other oyster canners interested, we publish their pro- 
test, word for word, just as received, except that we cannot add to the 
typewritten signature of the original, the ‘‘B”’ written in lead pencil, as it 
there appears. 

BALTIMORE, MD., Dec. 2, 1908. 
Editor THE TRADE: 

In your issue of November 20th you published a cir- 
cular that we had sent out to our customers, and also commented editori- 
ally on the same. We do not know where you got this circular, end we 

-do not object to your having printed it, but we do object very strongly to 
your editorial remarks regarding it. 

If you had interviewed us before writing on this matter, we would 
have kept you from falling into the errors you did. We protest most 
emphatically to your saying we are the only firm ‘‘ brave enough ’’ to sign 
a circular of this character. This is not fair or just to some other packers 
in Baltimore who are quite as desirous to have this ‘‘ slack-weight”’ evil 
remedied as we are. We do not want to pose as the only concern in Balti- 
more wanting to give full weight, for such is not a fact, and the statement 
is very unfair to a number of other Baltimore packers. 

This circular of ours was sent out in an ordinary business way to 
enlighten our customers as to what some few unscrupulous packers have 
been doing, and we have no doubt but what several other Baltimore pack- 
ers have been advising their customers on the same subject, although pos- 
sibly not by a printed circular. The method of advising is a small matter, 
but the facts count. Now, it seems that just because you have not run 
across copies of other packers’ advices to the same effect as our circular, 
you conclude, and state, that we are the only packers willing to send out 
such information over our own signature. This is throwing a stigma on 


several of the Baltimore packers that is not deserved, and which we wish to 
emphatically state was, and is, absolutely unwarranted as being one of the 
effects of our circular. 

We happen to know of several other packers who have been advising 
their trade to practically the same effect as we advised ours, and they have 
done so over their signatures. These packers are fully as desirous of 
finding a remedy for the ‘‘ slack-weight’’ evil as we are ourselves. If you 
will take the trouble to interview the Baltimo.e oyster packers, we are 
sure that you can easily get from them copies of letters they have been 
sending out for some time to their customers, stating practically the same 
facts that we had printed in our circular. 

We would have written you on this matter as soon as we got your issue 
of November 2oth, but as our President had handled the issuance of the 
circular in question just previous to his leaving Baltimore for our factory 
in the South, and as he left here a day or two before we saw the issue of 
THE TRADE containing the circular, we desired before writing you to find 
out from him whether he had sent you a copy, or whether you had seen 
him in reference to same. We lave, therefore, been in correspondence 
with him, and have just received his advices that he knew nothing at all 
about your having one of the circulars, and that he had said nothing to you 
at all on the subject. 

Being desirous, therefore, to correct at the earliest possible moment 
the wrong impression you have been instrumental in giving out to the 
public, we write you as per the foregoing, and ask you as an act of justice 
to our fellow-packers to publish this letter in the first issue of your paper 
possible, and to give it prominent space. We think also that you should 
modify your editorial comments, for we can assure you they are very 
unpleasant to us on accouut of the injustice you have done to some other 
packers in this city.

Stated in a few words, it would seem the letter we published in our 
November 2oth issue was merely a form of circular letter sent out by them 
to the trade, as setting forth their personal opinions on the subject, and 
was not the broadmined attempt to correct an evil, as we considered it. 
And, further, that the other oyster packers of Baltimore have been sending 
out similar letters to their trade, as we ‘‘could have found out if.we had 
interviewed them.’’ Therefore, such a credit as we attempted to give the 
Aughinbaugh Canning Company for their move—as we considered it—in 
the right direction, is in reality only placing a stigma upon the good name 
of the other packers. 

No one has ever rightfully charged THE TRADE with trying to stigma- 
tize any canned goods packer; and if we have been mislead because of our 
honest desire t» see abuses corrected and the business improved, into con- 
strucring a mere business move into a broadminded, corrective policy, we 
apologize to one and all, as we do now.
